The proposed legislation, sched- 
uled to be sent to Congress to- 
day, applied only to the execu- 
tive branch. The message said 


the existing laws relating to the | 


judicial branch were deemed 
adequate, but it declared: 


“The adequacy and effective- 
ness of laws regulating the con- 
duct of members of Congress and 
congressional employes should be 
left strictly to congressional de- 
terminatign.”’ 


Observing that there could be 
no dissent from ‘the principle 


that all officials must act with. 


unwavering integrity, absolute 
impartiality and complete devo- 
tion to the public interest’’ and 
that ‘‘this principle must be fol- 
lowed not only in reality but in 
appearance,”’ Mr. Kennedy said: 

“Ultimately, high ethical stand- 
ards can be maintained only if 
the leaders of Government pro- 
vide a personal example of dedi- 
cation to the public service—and 
exercise their leadership to de- 
velop in all Government em- 
ployes an increasing sensitivity 
to the ethical and moral condi- 
tions imposed by public service. 
Their own conduct must be above 
reproach.”’ 


Recommended by Panel. 


The recommendations in the 
message and the provisions in 
the proposed legislation were 
based on the report of a panel, 
appointed immediately after the 
President’s inauguration. Mem-

In re- 
sponse to a question, the Mayor 
said there has: been no deter- 
mination yet as to where a 
workhouse might be built in the 
county.

He said city officials have had 
preliminary discussions with 
County Supervisor James H. J 
McNary and the County Coun- 
cil and, although nothing det- 
inite was determined, ‘‘they 1n- 
dicated they were sympathetic 
to the idea of establishing a 
jointly-owned workhouse.” 

Brent Murphy, commissioner 
of adult services in the city’s 
Department of Public Welfare, 
told the committee that six sites 
in the county have been studied 
and the ‘‘most desirable’ was a 
tract on United States Highways 
66 and 67 near the St. Louis 
Training School in the northern 
part of the county.

WRIGHT, HILLIKER DEBATE 
FUTURE OF OLD POST OFFICE 


The future of the Old Post 
Office building at E:ghth and 
Olive streets was debated vester- 
day by Arthur E. Wright IJr., 
executive director of Down! 
in St. Louis, Inc., and Frank ~ 
Hilliker, chairman of the St. 
Louis Landmarks Association's 
Old Post Office Committee. The 
debate was held at the St, Louis

Supporting replacement of the 
structure with a high rise office 
building, Wright argued that the 
post office is" ‘uneconomical to 
operate” and ‘‘depressing and 
tomblike,”’ .architecturally unde- 
fined and lacking in historical 
value.

STATE MAY MAKE 
FURTHER CUTS I 
TAX BRANCH IBS

JEFFERSON CITY, Apri! 27— 
Dismissal of 16 employes of the 
St. Louis branch office of the 
State Revenue Department, and 
reorganization of the depart- 
ment’s branches in the city and 
St. Louis county, were an- 
nounced yesterday by Gov. John 
M. Dalton. 


It was announced also that the 
supervisor of the Kansas City 
branch office was being re- 
placed, and that three or four 
of its employes have been fired 

The personnel shakeup was re- 
ported by the Governor at a 
press conference attended by 
State Revenue Director M. E. 
Morris, who said further dis- 
missals in the branch offices in 
the two major cities were pos- 
sible. 

Campaign Pledge Recalled. 

The ousters were in accord- 
ance with a policy first an- 
nounced by Dalton last Decem- 
ber before he became governor. 
He said his administration would 


were “unneeded or were not 
giving the state a full day’s 
work.”’ 

Most of the fired employes, it 
was reported, were political ap- 
pointees. The dismissals have 
angered many Democratic legis- 


lators from the two cities, who) 


fear that more state patronage 
employes are going to be thrown 
out of their jobs. 

The ousted St. Louis branch 
office employes were sales tax 
auditors and inspectors. They 
were dismissed, the Governor 
said, because the state has no 
work for them to do at this time. 

Effective Next Monday. 

These employes, each of whom 
was paid slightly more than $300 
a month, have been given dis- 
missal notices effective next 
Monday. However, they will be 
paid through May 15 because of 
accumulated vacation credits, 
he said. 

The Governor said 30 employes 
are being retained in the sales 
tax division of the St. Louis of- 
fice. They were not fired, Dal- 
ton said, because they ‘‘are the 
ones who had the best produc- 
tion record and are necessary 


to the operation of this office.” 

Some of the ousted employes 
may be rehired later, Dalton 
said, provided work becomes 
available and the state has the 
money to. pay them. 

“The reduction of these 16 em- 
ployes amounts to a payroll sav- 
ings to the state of approximate 
ly $5000 a month,”’ the Governcr 
said. ‘“‘This money is urgently 
needed for other responsibiltiss 
of State Department of Revenue 
offices.’ 

Study Is Continuing. 

Dalton said the dismissals 
resulted from a study of the ef- 
ficiency of personne! in the sales 
tax division. He declared the 
study is continuing and em- 
ployes in other revenue depart- 
ment division are being checked. 

Revenue Director Morris said 
he plans to reorganize the sales 
tax division’s operations in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county. Until 
now, he explained, the city 
branch office had jurisdiction 
over a large part of the county. 

“We had approximately 33 
sales tax auditors and inspectors 
in the St. Louis city office and 
three in the county office,” he 
said. ‘‘Business has moved to 


the county in such proportions | 
that it is now necessary to re- | 


duce the city force materially 
and employ some good auditors 
for the county.” 
Kansas City Changes. 
Morris announced that A. Bill 
Haney, supervisor of the Kansas 


City Branch office for the last 


——* six years, had requested to be

Haney will be replaced by

The revenue director reported 
that three or four employes of 
the Kansas City office have been 
dismissed. Any reorganization 
or further staff reductions in 
Kansas City will be completed 
after the new supervisor has had 
an opportunity to study the oper- 
ations there, Morris said. 


INDIA DEVELOPING MISSILES, 


MENON TELLS PARLIAMENT -EX-CONSUL HERE, HONORED

NEW DELHI, April 27 — De- 
fense Minister V. K. Krishna 
Menon said yesterday that India 
is developing military missiles. 

It is unrealistic, he said in 
Parliament, to think that India’s 
resources allow the production 
of many missiles quickly. But, 
he said: “I think we can go so 
far as to say that the develop- 
ment of missiles in this country 
is going on and we are not in 
the position of having to depend 
upon another country for this 
purpose, except for the purpose 
of learning.” 

Menon, who was replying to 
criticism of India’s defense poli- 
cies, indicated that the country’s 
greatest missile progress was in 
ground-to-air weapons. He said, 
however, that research on air- 
to-air missiles was under way 
in conjunction with the construc- 
tion of a completely Indian sup- 
ersonic fighter plane.

JERUSALEM, April 27 (AP)— 
Adolf Eichmann's ‘‘promised 
land for the Jews,”’ a witness 
testified today, was a wind-swept 
knoll in Poland, teeming with 
cholera and typhus, where the 
temperature in winter fell to 40 
below zero. 

Eichmann, on tnal on charges 
of killing 6,000,000 Jews in World 
War Il, impassively opened a 
file in the prisoner’s dock, flipped 
the pages, and made a note on 
one of them, 

Three prosecution witnesses, 
two men and a woman, piled de- 
tail on bitter detail of their ex- 
periences at the hands of the 
former S.S. officer. The Polish 
camp to which they said they 
were persuaded to emigrate was 
at Nisko, near the River San 

Other Developments. 

In other developments today: 

1. Attorney General Gideon 
Hausner said Israel cannot 
give a blanket guarantee of 
safe conduct for potential wit- 
nesses to come from Austria 
and Germany to testify. He 
said each case would be con- 
sidered separately. If wit- 
nesses do not wish to come to 
Jerusalem, he said, the prose- 
cution would agree to have evi- 
dence taken by affidavit or 
given before a judge. 

2. The prosecution . intro- 
duced a photostatic copy of a 
report from Joseph P. Kenne- 
dy, father of President Ken- 
nedy, when he was United 
States Ambassador to Eng- 
land. It relayed information, 
received from French officials, 
about the situation of the Jews 
in Germany in 1938. Kennedy 
described it as ‘‘very bad.”’ 

3. The prosecution _ intro- 
duced more than 50 documents 
and other pieces of written 
testimony. 

The court trying Eichmann re- 
ceived a photostatic copy of a 
report Kennedy cabled to the 
State Department on Dec. 
1938. Assistant Attorney Gener- 
al Ya’akov Bar’or told the three- 
judge panel it was obtained from 
the national archives at Alex- 
andria, Va.

Eichmann Brings Documents. 

Eichmann, carried an armload 
of files and documents as he 
came to the prisoner’s dock. He 
arranged them in a neat stack— 
several feet high—on his left. As 
the prosecution went on refer- 
ring, in documents, to events and 
dates, Eichmann quickly opened 
his folders 

He made copious notes and 
marked certain passages. 

Bar’or submitted police reports 


of the pogroms of the night 
of Nov. 9-10, 1938, in Germany 
and Austria, which the Nazis 
called ‘“‘The Crystal . Night.” 
Among details listed-in the re- 
port were 20,000 Jews arrested, 
36 dead and 36 “severely in- 
jured,’’ 191 synagogues destroyed 
and 76 damaged, 815 shops de- 
stroyed and 29 markets partly or 
completely destroyed. 

The documents indicated that 
‘‘The Crystal Night’’ was not a 
spontaneous outburst but carried 
out on orders of the Nazis.

NEVERTHELESS, in the past 
two decades, incidents have oc- 
curred to remind us that the laws 
and regulations governing ethics 
inegovernment are not adequate 
to fhe changed role of the Feder- 
a) Government, or to the chang- 
ing. conditions of our society. In 
addition, many of the ethical 
problems confronting our public 
servants have become so com- 
plex as to defy easy common 
sense solutions on the part of 
men of good will seeking to ob- 
serve the highest standards of 
cofiduct, and solutions have been 
hindered by lack of general reg- 
ulgratory guidelines. As a result 
many thoughtful observers have 
expressed concern about the 
moral tone of the government, 
and about the neéd to restate 
baSic principles in their applica- 
tion to contemporary facts. 

+» » New difficulties and old 
problems led me to appoint, im- 
mediately after my inauguration, 
three distinguished lawyers to 
review our existing conflict of 
interest laws and _ regulations. 
This panel was composed of 
Judge Calvert Magruder, re- 
tired chief judge of the First 
Judicial Circuit; Dean Jefferson 
B. Fordham of the University 
of .Pennsylvania Law School: and 
Prof. Bayless Manning of the 
Yale Law School. The proposals 
put forward in this message are 
in large measure based upon 
their work and that of others 
who have considered the prob- 
lems in recent years. 

1. STATUTORY REFORM 

There are seven statutes of 
general application termed con- 
flict-of-interest statutes. Many 
others deal with particular of-

Five of these statutes 
enacted before 1873.

THE. FUNDAMENTAL defect 
of these statutes as: presently 
written is that: On the one hand. 
they permit an astonishing 
range of private interests and 
activities by public officials 
which are wholly incompatible 
with the duties of public office; 
on the other hand, they create 
wholly unnecessary obstacles to 
recruiting gro a people for 
Government service. This latter 
deficiency \is particularly seri- 
ous in the ‘ase of consultants 
and other temporary employes, 
and has been repeatedly recog- 
nized by Congress in its en- 
actment of special exemption 
Statutes.

The Greater Loss in Cuba 

In addressing the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors on 
April 20, President Kennedy said: 
“| . If the nations of this hemi- 
sphere should fail to meet their 
commitments against’ outside Com- 
munist penetration, then I want it 
clearly understood that this Gov- 
ernment will not hesitate in meet- 
ing its primary obligations, which 
are to the-security of our own 
nation.” 

These words were generally in- 
terpreted to mean that if other 
American republics did not join in 
a common effort to end Commu- 
nism in Cuba, this nation woud take 
things into its own hands and send 
t'nited States forces into Cuba to 
do the job. ‘Should that time ever 
come.”’ the President said, ‘‘we do 
not intend to he lectured on ‘inter- 
vention’ hy those whose character 
was stamped for all time on the 
bloody streets of Budapest.” 

The President was right in speak- 
ing in the same breath of the put- 
ting down of the Hungarian revolt 
by Russia and the possibility of an 
armed intervention in Cuba on the 
part of the United States.

If we were to intervene in Cuba 
with our own troops, we would do 
eo in order to prevent the stabiliza- 
tion of a hostile government lo- 
cated in our proximity, which is 
much the same reason for which 
the Soviet Union intervened in 
Hungary. The trouble is that two 
wrongs don't make a right. 

Only a clear and present threat 
to our military security could in 
the eves of the world justify trans- 
‘gressing the U.N. Charter. Short 
of establishing bases for intermedi- 
ate range rockets in Cuba (which, 
clearly, Russia would not need, 

‘since she has an adequate number 
of-long-range rockets that could be 
Jaunched from bases inside of her 
‘own territory), I fail to see what 
Russia could possibly do in Cuba 
that would threaten our security. 

Are we, then, going to continue 
to help Cuban exiles to reach Cuba 
and set fire to department stores 
and other similar facilities? Are 
we going to continue to help Cuban 
exiles establish beachheads?

Cuban exiles could, of course, es- 
tablish a beachhead and we could 
recognize them as the legal govern- 
ment in Cuba. We could then sub- 
sequently argue that we were ren- 
dering assistance to the rightful 
government of Cuba, It is conceiv- 
able that in this manner we might 
be able to fool some our more gul- 
lible friends.

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Not Even Half a Loaf 


State Representative Patrick J. Hickey’s 
so-called ‘“‘compromise” on the pending coun- 
ty powers bill is unacceptable. If it can’t be 
substantially broadened on the House floor 
it might as well be killed. Half a loaf may be 
better than none in some circumstances, but 
in this case the St. Ann Democrat has offered 
hardilv a crust. Since it involves an amend- 
ment to the Missouri Constitution requiring 
a state-wide vote, there is no reason to clutter 
up the ballot with a virtually useless proposal. 

The great deficiency of the Hickey pro- 
posal, given its unfortunate approach of 
enumerating particular powers, is its failure 
to meet the county’s greatest area-wide need. 
That is for effective planning powers. Plan- 
ning authority of real substance is essential 
if the county is to stimulate the rate of 
economic growth necessary to create jobs for 
the next generation and to build a tax base 
sufficient to support good schools and other 
publie services. Any county-powers bill that 
ignores this need necessarily must be feeble. 

Nor does the Hickey measure offer any 
positive compensations. Its. proposed public 
health powers would be useful but not neces- 
sary as a practical matter; the county govern- 
ment is doing a reasonable job in this field 
by contracting with the municipalities. Its 
parks and recreation power seems to be 
mostly frosting and little substance. Its pub- 
lic water supply authority would solve a prob- 
lem that doesn't exist. And its public transit 
power is hardly essential in view of the exist- 
ence of the Bi-State Development Agenéy, 
which can and should meet the area’s public 
transit needs. 


What is left of the Hickey compromise 
isn’t much. True, the county government does 
need power over arterial roads and highways, 
and it would be desirable for it to have the 
right to handle the garbage and refuse dis- 
posal problem, although this can be handled 
in other ways as needs arise. But it hardly 
seems worth while to submit a Constitutional 
amendment for this tiny grant of power. 

The only really practical answer to the 
question of county powers is “home rule.” 
That was proposed in ‘State Representative 
Neil Aschemeyer’s original bill, which has 
been needlessly opposed for purposes of polit- 
ical expediency by the County Council. The 
Olivette Democrat would have given the 
people of the county the right, by Charter 
amendment, to take on whatever municipal 
powers their judgment might indicate was 
necessary. Once adopted, no further Consti- 
tutional proposal would be required; the 
people of St. Louis county alone—not the 
Legislature and not the people of the whole 
state—would then determine what powers 
the county government would exercise. As 
new needs arose the county could meet them 
by a vote of its people. 


Are Representative Hickey, the county’s 
mayors and the members of the County Coun- 
cil afraid to let their constituents decide these 
matters? If not, what possible objection can 
they have to the Aschemeyer proposal? 


Tshombe Influence Declining 


The confederation of Congolese states pro- 
posed early last month at Tananarive and 
accepted in principle by The Congo’s anti- 
Communist leaders seems to have died aborn- 
ing. The Tamanarive talks were initiated and 
dominated by President Moise Tshombe of 
the rich Katanga Province. But when the 
leaders met this week at Coquilhatville for 
another conference, Tshombe walked out. 
He charged President Kasavubu of the cen- 
tral government had sold out to the United 
Nations. As Tshombe was about to leave the 
city he was arrested by soldiers of the cen- 
tral government. 


Opposition to Tshombe’s idea has been 
developing since the Tananarive meeting. 
Kasavubu and his advisers have been think- 
ing in terms of a federation with a strong 
central power rather than the loose confed- 
eration Tshombe wants. Apparently Tshombe 
has been losing the support of some of his 
followers who now are concerned lest his 
policy isolate Katanga from the remainder of 
The Congo, making it liable to increased pres- 
sure from the U.N. Possibly this made his 
arrest less risky. 

Tshombe’s principal complaint was over an 
agreement between Kasavubu and the U.N. 
command calling for immediate withdrawal 
of all foreign advisers not under central gov- 
ernment authority. Tshombe has a number 
of Belgian advisers and military commanders. 
If his star is descending that may be a good 
sign for Congolese stability. The Congo needs 
the wealth of Katanga and a strong central 
government would tend to insure its use for 
the whole country, not just one province.

After defeats in four sessions of the Legis- 
lature, a bill to permit sale of liquor by the 
drink at the St. Louis Airport ought to be 
passed this year. The Senate Criminal Juris- 
prudence Committee has recommended it for 
passage. Nearly all the nation’s big airports 
have cocktail lounges; St. Louis hides a 3.2 
lounge under soaring modern vaults. If 
county tavern owners would recognize that 
sales to airport passengers offer no serious 
competition to them, they would give up their 
diehard opposition to the bill. In any case 
the Legislature should free the airport from 
its peculiar isolation as a desert among oases, 


Pickets, Go Home! 

New York has that continental look. It is 
due not so much to the couturiers and the 
coiffeurs who have replaced its dressmakers 
and hairdressers, nor even to a cuisine def- 
initely European, as it is to street demonstra- 
tions. 

These open air protests used to be rela- 
tively rare even on Manhattan, but now every- 
body is going in for them — anti-Castro 
Cubans, pro-Castro Cubans, anti-Communists, 
neutralist sympathizers, rent’ controllers, 
racists, anti-racists, assorted backers of Con- 
golese leaders, the A.D.A., Greenwich Village 
ertists, beatniks, nuclear test ban advocates 
and their adversaries, and by now even Dem- 
ocrats, Republicans and members of the John 
Birch Society. Everybody with a cause—or 
against one—seems to be taking to the streets 


for speechifying and parading. And most 


of them carry their placards to that bit of a 
mall adjacent to United Nations headquarters. 

Whatever our sympathies, we take a rather 
dim view of mob scenes. But one New York 
group has our full sympathy. It is made up 
of youngsters who decided to picket the 
pickets. They got out their crayons and made 


themselves a batch of placards which read: 
“We Want Our Park Back,” ‘We Have No 
Place to Play,” and “Please Go Home.” For 
such as these the Founding Fathers wrote the 
First Amendment. 


Blinders for Blunders? 


Some Administration officials blame the 
American press in part for the Cuban fiasco 
which they created. This attempt to distribute 
the blame elsewhere overestimates the role 
of the press in the Cuban invasion and thor- 
oughly underestimates the role of the press 
in a free society. 

Richard Dudman reports that one high offi- 
cial involved in the invasion decision actually 
sought a legal opinion on press curbs. He 
learned that such a law would be unconstitu- 
tional. To an official high or low, that lesson 
should be elementary. 

The same anonymous official still thinks, 
however, that some restrictions might be 
legal, and that in any event the press might 
be urged to submit to the kind of voluntary 
censorship which exists in wartime. But the 
press is not, Jike the CIA, a paramilitary arm 
of government. Granted its responsibility to 
protect national secufity, its usual responsi- 
bility is to inform the American public. 

Some official critics blame the press for 
exaggerating the Cuban invasion attenipt 
and, as a result, Castro's victory. Yet official 
secrecy prompted these errors. Newspapers 
and other media had to depend on a babble 
of refugee voices and even on a small public 
relations firm which issued refugee ‘‘com- 
muniques.” The reporting was no more con- 
fused than Administration policy. 

Yet these same critics argue that the press 
should not have reported the invasion plans 
in advance. If this were so, the Government 
should have kept the scheme secret—and it 
was about as secret, in James Reston’s words, 
“as opening day in Yankee Stadium.” Keep- 
ing such open secrets is certainly not the 
business of the press, especially when the 
secrets involve great risk to the nation’s for- 
eign policy. A better informed public might, 
in fact, have cautioned against a filibustering 
expedition in Cuba. Some newspapers, at 
least, warned of the consequences. 

The critical officials seem to be arguing 
both that the press did not print the full 
truth about the Cuban invasion, and that the 
press should not have printed so much of the 
truth. It is safe to assume, however, that they 
would have favored the fullest reporting had 
their proxy invasion been a success. What 
they seem to want the press to hide is not 
so much official secrets as official blunders. 
No worse case could be made by leaders of 
a representative government for restrictions 
on a free press. 


A Gas Pipeline’s Two Hats 

Mississippi River Fuel Corp.’s new maneu- 
ver of donning two hats as the wholesale 
source of natural gas for the St. Louis area 
calls for the most searching investigation by 
the Federal Power Commission. 


Instead of expanding its own system to 
keep abreast of the growing demand for nat- 
ural gas here, it has formed a subsidiary, 
Mississippi River Transmission Corp., to tap 
a Panhandle Eastern subsidiary’s pipeline at 
Johnsonville, Ill. The net effect is to saddle 
all the costs of this new 94-mile pipeline on 
customers of the Laclede Gas Co. and the 
Illinois. Power Co. of Decatur, which supplies 
a large area of downstate Illinois. 


The fair procedure would be. to spread the 
cost of the new pipeline over the entire Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel system, reducing the 
burden on St. Louis and southern Illinois. 
We agree with the Federal Power Commis- 
sion examiner, Francis L. Hall, who says: 
“Any procedure which enables a natural gas 
company to circumvent its contractual obli- 
gations and to load high-cost construction 
and gas supply upon only a part of its cus- 
tomers is wrong in principle and is bound 
to impede progress and to create still further 
problems.” 

We commend, therefore, Examiner Hall's 
determination to conduct an investigation of 
the questionable arrangement which Missis- 
sippi River Fuel has forced on Laclede and 
Illinois Power. An increasing supply of nat- 
ural gas is essential to our community’s con- 
tinuing growth and prosperity. 


President Sukarno’s Visit 


President Kennedy’s cordial reception of 
President Sukarno of Indonesia was a further 
recognition of the new United States respect 
for neutralism. It gave weight to the com- 
munique in which the two Presidents pledged 
strong support for a neutral and independent 
Laos. And it facilitated an exchange of views 
which should have benefited one man as 
much as the other. Dr. Sukarno has now be- 
come a well-known figure in Communist as 
well as non-Communist capitals, and his views 
are worth hearing. No one expected the con- 
ferees would agree on a formula for ending 
the Dutch-Indonesian dispute over West New 
Guinea, since this involves conflicting United 
States policy toward Indonesia and toward 
The Netherlands. But an agreement was made 
to study the matter further. Dr. Sukarno’s 
next stop was Mexico City, and it is to be 
hoped Mr. Kennedy’s friendliness prompted 
him to put in a good word for the United 
States there. 


For Missiles and Dollars 


A bit of galloping inflation is accompany- 
ing the galloping technology responsible for 
putting giant missiles in underground silos, 
judging by the latest investigation. 

Evidence assembled for the Senate Investi- 
gations subcommittee reveals that unnecessary 
strikes led to overtime work which enabled 
some iron-workers to receive $520 a week. 
This is $40 more a week than Secretary of 
Defense McNamara earns. Ninety plumbers 
and pipefitters received more than the $365 
weekly earned by the commanding general 
at. one base. Elevator operators and ware- 
house clerks received more than a colonel. 

All this tends to substantiate the earlier 
reports of two House committees which 
assailed waste and bungling. at missile bases. 
What will be the final bill? Already the bases 
are costing almost 15 per cent more than 
estimated. Will the wasted dollars exceed 
the $220,000,000 that Secretary McNamara 
expects to save annually by closing 93 obso- 
lete military bases?

GROWTH AND STABILITY OF THE 
POSTWAR ECONOMY, by Bert G. 
Hickman, (Brookings Institution, 426 
pas., $6.) 


The Brookings Institution, founded 
by a well-known St. Louisan and at one 
time closely tied to Washington Uni- 
versity, has ‘had its ups and downs. 
Since Robert Calkins became its presi- 
dent in 1952, the quality of its work 
and its stature has been improving 
steadily. ‘‘Growth and Stability of the 
Postwar Economy”’ is evidence of so- 
phistication. It is an important book, 
produced by one of its senior staff 
members. 


Hickman asks himself three difficult 
questions—were the business cycles of 
the postwar period primarily the re- 
sult of the normal functioning of a free 
enterprise economy, responding to 
much the same forces and in much 
the same manner as in other years? 
How important were the abnormal dis- 
turbances caused by war, and by the 
cold war? To what extent were post- 
war developments affected by changes 
which might be expected to endure and 
to alter permanently the character of 
American business cycles? In a pains- 
taking, scholarly manner the evidence 
is produced and examined and a num- 
ber of important tentative conclusions 
are reached. 3 


By historical standards, a good, but 
not unusual, rate of growth of real in- 
come per capita has been’ achieved 
during the postwar years. Since the 
end of World War II the American 
economy has passed through four busi- 
ness cycles. No major depression has 
taken. place. This record is good 
though not unique, for there have been 
past periods of comparable length in 
which no major contraction occurred.

DeGaulle tends to view Europe 
as a non-ideological and geo- 
gtaphical whole and sees partic- 
ular importance in the Iberian 
peninsula.

This prospect was negatively 
received by other North Atlantic 
allies. Nevertheless, De Gaulle 
did not abandon his main pur- 
pose. He had hoped—until the 
present military insurrection— 
to work out a private pact with 
General Franco. Later, after 
peace had been established in 
Algeria, this would be expanded 
into a Mediterranean alliance 
separate from NATO. 

His thoughts about the ultimate 
shape of such an alliance were 
not yet precise. He envisioned 
as potential members Spain, 
France, Italy and Greece.’ If, 
after Algeria became independ- 
ent, that country, Tunisia and 
Morocco wished to adhere, so 
much the better. But, since the 
general has alwavs intended to 
reinforce France's Mediterran- 
ean position by retaining leased 
rights in Tunisia’s port of Bizerte 
and Algeria's port of Mers-el- 
Kebir, he did not feel it impera- 
tive that the northwest Africa 
must join. 


Secret Talks. 


The starting point was Madrid. 
De Gaulle felt personally obli- 
gated to Franco for the latter's 
promise to prevent General Salan 
and Pierre Lagaillarde, the lead- 
ing anti-Gaullist refugees in 
Spain, from returning to Algeria. 
Some months ago, the Spanish 
police actually prevented Lagail- 
larde from slipping. away.

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Plea for Return to. F a Dining’ 


Youngsters Say 
They Wish 
Family Would 
Eat Together

IF THERE ARE teen-agers in 
your household, pause a moment 
before you make out this week's 
marketing list. Are you planning 
meals that will be eaten at one 
time by all members of the 
family? Or are you thinking in 
terms of entrees that can be 
kept warm satisfactorily for an 
hour or more, as the family eats 
“in shifts’ according to the plans 
of individuals? If the latter, be- 
ware. 

Much has been written in the 
past few years about the regret- 
table decline in ‘“‘family dining.” 
The old-fashioned family dinner, 
with every one sitting around the 
table, has all but disappeared in 
many homes because of the 
crowded schedules of adults and 
youngsters alike. Usually it is 
the parents who complain that 
the children pull a vanishing act 
at meal time; now the teen-agers 
have reversed the charge. 

The second annual National 
Youthpower Congress was held 
recently in Chicago. The con- 
clave was sponsored by the Na- 
tional Food Conference, a group 
of 54 leading companies and as- 
sociations representing the entire 
food industry. Two hundred teen- 
age delegates received counsel 
from nutrition experts, and also 
were given an opportunity to ex- 
press their views. 

One of the surprises to come 
out of the Conference was the 
fact that the delegates said they 
liked to eat with their families, 
and felt the family should dine 
together during at least two 
méals a day, to preserve and 
strengthen family unity. 

They also said they would like 
dinner to be an occasion; would 
like a pleasant setting for it; 
would like father to say grace. 

They thought family members 
should manage their time so they 
could eat together, that fathers 
should arrange to be home for 
dinner whenever possible, that 
activity leaders in school and 
community should time meetings 
to allow for family dinners, and 
that the dinner hour should be 
flexible enough to permit press- 
ing activities of individual mem- 

rs. 

The delegates admitted that 
teen-agers sometimes are re- 
sponsible for the decline in fam- 
ily dining, but felt it was up to 
the adults to show leadership 
in’ a return to this good old 
American tradition. 

Such views may startle par- 
ents. So may the statement by 
one teen-ager discussion leader 
who said, ‘‘Parents aren’t strict 
enough in forcing us to eat the 
right foods.”’ 

Even if the actions of your own 
teen-agers may not seem to bear 
out these views, it may be smart 
to give them serious considera- 
tion. It’s quite possible the 
youngsters may secretly agree, 
despite their loud protestations. 

Now, how about planning for 
those old-fashioned dinners, to 
be enjoyed together by the whole 
family? 


THE PLANNING probably will 
start with the meat course, and 
it might well center around beef. 
Prices are reasonable, and qual- 
ity is at its seasonal peak. You 
should find values in all cuts of 
beef, with special emphasis on 
chuck roasts. 

Pork is also a wise invest- 
ment; look for especially attrac- 
tive buys in hams and in such 
pork loin cuts as roasts and 
chops. 

Lamb is another worthy con- 
tender, and here the outstand- 
ing values may be in the fore- 
quarter cuts, such as shoulder 
roasts. 

The only really expensive meat 
is veal. 

All poultry offers a combina- 
tion of economy and good eat- 
ing. The present quality of chick- 
ens cannot be _ stressed too 
strongly; prices speak for them- 
selves. In fact, they are so at- 
tractive that if you have any 
space in the freezer you might 
put some in. One of these Sun- 
days, when stores are closed, the 
man of the house may suddenly 
decide he would like to barbe- 
cue. 

Also look for bargains in fine 
quality 14-16 month old hens, 
weighing about four to six 
pounds. Turkeys are still plenti- 
ful. 

The statement about the quali- 
ty of chickens could be applied 
quite as truthfully to eggs. They 
are superb and, although not 
quite as cheap as they have 
been, are still most reasonable.

Teen-Agers Entertain 


THEY ARE a gregarious lot, 
the teen-agers of today. Gre- 
garious, and quite self-sufficient. 
They love nothing better than 
to entertain; will give a party 
on the slightest excuse, or for 
no reason at all except for the 
sheer fun of it. When they do, 
they take pride in doing things 
themselves. It’s their own show, 
let there be no mistake about 
that, and they want to run it 
themselves. 

Fine; let them. Surely these 
are inclinations which should be 
encouraged as much as possible, 
within reason. The more they 
entertain now, the more gra- 
cious they will be later when 
they are hosts and hostesses in 
their own homes. The more 
planning, marketing and cooking 
they do for their parties, the 
more experience they are gain- 
ing in fields which can be so 
important throughout their lives. 

Many a homemaker could learn 
a lesson from the imaginative 
way in which teen-agers prepare 
simple foods. A study of entries 
in national and regional contests 
for teen-age cooks shows that 
the youngsters consistently add 
their own individual touches. 

These may be unexpected in- 
gredients, or everyday ones used 
in unexpected ways. True, some 
may be so “unexpected’’ that 
they come as a bit of a shock 
to adults — but they do prove 
that the teen-agers are creative 
cooks. 

Take a look at this menu for 
a spring yard party for teens, 
for example. It is planned 
around foods which are tradi- 
tional favorites with this age 
group, but that budding gourmet 
touch is there. The pork and 
beans become extra-special with 
a hint of cloves and sliced water 
chestnuts.

Louis county fire districts, with 
voter approval, to establish a 
pension system for their em 
ployes. 

The act, sponsored by four St 
Louis county Representatives, 
will become effective Oct. 14, or 
90 days after final adjournment 
of the Legislature. 

The Governor announced that 
he has begun a series of radio 
broadcasts dealing with state 
problems.. He said more than 50 
Missouri radio stations had 
shown an interest in carrying 
his five-minute talks.

Arbitration machinery for set 
tling the dispute was tentatively 
scheduled to be set up today. 

The work stoppage brought an 


announcement from all 


York dailies that 
they would suspend publication 
because of “irresponsible and 
unlawful’ conduct’”” by members 
of the printers’ union. The ac- 
tion was not necessary. The New 
York papers operate on a ‘‘one 
for-all, allfor-one” basis in re 
lations with labor unions, 

The stoppage at the Times 
came after a printer was fired 
by a foreman after a dispute. 
At first all the Times printers 
left their johs, and the first edi- 
tion was canceled, Enough of 
them returned later to turn out 
a 44-page paper. A 72-page edi- 
tion was planned. 

The printers were 
back to work by Francis G. 
Barrett, president of the New 
York Typographical Union. Bar- 
rett said the walkout was ille- 
gal and that the men were 
“jeopardizing the rights and 
benefits’’ of union members. 

The Times said a dispute be- 
tween Charles Schmidt, general 
foreman of the composing room, 
and Samuel Resnick, the union 
chapel chairman, led to abusive 
language resulting in Resnick’s 
discharge.

The sole defendant—who faces 
the single charge of conspiracy 
and 37 counts of bribery 
named by the grand jury was 
gambler Aaron Wagman. 

District Attorney Frank S. 
Hogan identified the players— 
who had been granted immunity 
for their testimony before the 
grand jury—as follows: 

John Egan, Vince Kempton 
and Frank Majewski of St. Jo- 
seph's, Pa.; Edward Bowler of 
LaSalle; Jerry Graves of Missis- 
sippi State; Peter Kelly and 
Glen Cross of the University of 
Connecticut, and Richard Fisher 
and Edward Test of Tennessee. 

A tenth player, Lowry Kirk 
of Memphis State, was offered 
a $1000 bribe which he reported 
to his coach and the Memphis 
police. Kirk was given credit by 
Hogan for his aid in the investi- 
gation. 

Two Seton: Hall players were 
identified last March when the 
fix-scandals broke out anew. 
They are Art Hicks and Hank 
Gunter. 

Wagman, charged with being 
thé prime mover in the fixes, 
was arraigned today. He plead- 
ed not guilty and was freed 
$65,000 bond. 

Wagman had been arrested 
March 17 in connection with the 
case and was accused of alle 
edly paying bribes ranging from 
$750 to $1500 over the last two 
seasons. 

Brother Daniel Bernian, presi- 
dent of LaSalle College, an- 
nounced the suspension of Bowl- 
er. 

Hogan said these players would 
be ‘‘witnesses for the people.” 

*In Philadelphia, Egan, Kemp- 
ton and Majewski, who were 
stars on the St. Joseph’s team 
that took third in the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
tournament, immediately were 
expelled from school.

Minnerly aliegedly served as a 
contact man between the players 
and outside parties. 

Graves also apparently was 
expelled at Mississippi State. 
Dt. Dean Colvard, University 
president, said Graves left the 
university ‘‘after his guilt was 
established.”’ 

Neither. of the two Tennessee 
basketball players is now en- 
rolled at the university. 

University President Andrew 
D. Holt said neither Fisher nor 
Test would be allowed to re- 
enter school without special per- 
mission. 

‘Fisher did not enroll this quar- 
ter. Test enrolled but dropped 
out voluntarily, university offi- 
cials said.

It's probably 


nothing personal, 


but the state of Missouri 


apparently harbors no love for love birds 


A man can flit from one side 
of the state to the other with a 
couple of boxed, caged or bound 
love birds and not incur the 
wrath of the law. But woe be 
unto the man who trades those 
love birds for, say, quail, and is 
stopped by a conservation agent 
and is unable to produce a state 
permit for the transportation of 
wildlife. 

In Missouri, the law and the 
hunter is not a vague, ill-defined 
area. Permits are required for 
hunting, transporting and selling 
most birds, 

However, the state law leaves 
the lovebird out in the cold. }t 
reads, “....love birds . . . and 
parrots may be bought, sold, 
possessed and transported with- 
out permit. .. .”’ 

As the Cubans might say. 
“Love birds, yes. Quail, no.” 
And if it is quail you're trans- 
porting without the required 
permit, it may cost you. 

Conservation agents tell the 
story of the Kansan who, while

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Adele Starbird 
Back to Bushel 
Basket Hat Style 


THE RITE OF SPRING is celebrated every year all over 
the world. Its secular forms are chiefly sartorial. There 
geems to be a common urge to greet the spring in new 
eiothes, particularly in new hats. This urge is not confined 
to human beings; we have 
the poet’s word for it: ‘‘In 
the spring the wanton lap- 
wing gets himself another 
crest.” 

While I don’t recognize 
a lapwing if or when I see 
one, I've always felt 
grateful to him for estab- 
lishing a millinery prece- 
dent. If the lapwing could 
get himself another crest, 
why couldn’t I? I ignore 
the implication regarding 
his private life, and also 
the fact that in the bird 
world it is the male who 
gets himself another crest; 
I still regard the lapwing, 
even though British, as 
my fashion guide. 

It is commonly supposed 
that it is only the female 
of the human race who 
erests herself anew each spring, but I suspect that men also 
would buy fancy hats if they dared. Roman men wore 
wreaths, American Indians wore turkey feathers, armored 
knights had plumes at the top of their helmets, and the Cava- 
Biers boasted the most becoming hat that has ever been in- 
vented, the wide brimmed hat turned up at the side. 

Then came the French Revolution, and things have never 
been the same since. Somebody told the men that it was both 
undemocratic and effeminate to adorn themselves, and they 
meekly accepted a drab uniform. Not without a certain wist- 
fulness, however. ; 

There are signs of rebellion. Look at Churchill’s 
eollection of hats. Look at any Shriners’ convention. 
Leok at the little Tyrolean number with the paintbrush 
sticking up in the hatband. As for the ten-gallon Texas 
model, conspicuous both in size and color, it is the 
nearest approach to the Cavalier’s hat that modern 
man has dared to come. 


Women as usual are the greater realists, Knowing that a 
hat ‘‘does something for you,’’ they have gone right on, in 
spite of the French revolution, buying and wearing hats. 

Sometimes, it is true, the hat has reached an irreducible 
minimum, as in the eighties, when it was a mere dot tied 
with ribbons under the chin, or in the last decade when it was 
whittled down to a bandeau. Then the pendulum swings back, 
mot slowly, but with a sudden jerk.

Slimming the Waist 


DEAR MRS. LOWMAN: Would it be possible to print some 
waist-reducing exercises? We are a group of women who are 
dieting and exercising according to your instructions, but we 
do not have any waist-slimming exercises. E. M. 

I don’t know why more women don't exercise together. 
It is not laborious, but fun, when you have several, or even 
one companion working with you, Here are two waist- 
reducing exercises. 


1. Stand tall, with your feet comfortably separated. 
Bend both elbows and place your hands on top of your 
head. Now bend to the left trying to touch your left 
elbow to your left leg. Raise your trunk. This time 
bend to the right and try to touch your right elbow to 
your right leg. Raise trunk. Continue, alternating left 
and right. 

You probably will be unable to touch elbows to 
legs at first, but bend as far over as you can without 
bending your knees. Keep these straight even if you 
cannot come near the leg. Later on you will be able to 
do so, 


2. Take the same starting position, Bend forward trying 
to touch the floor with your fingertips, or coming as near the 
floor as possible while keeping your knees stiff. Raise the 
trunk and move the arms out at the sides, shoulder-height 
position, palms facing forward. The arms are relaxed. Now 
lift the rib cage UP as high as possible. Hold while you count 
to eight. Again bend forward and continue, Do this slowly, 
taking plenty of time for the upward stretch the rib cage lift 
gives you.

For a better figure you should lose 
an inch or so from your waistline. I imagine that the 
larger waist is due to lax or stretched abdominal mus- 
cles. So, a few waist and abdominal exercises done 
regularly should help slim the waist as well as de- 
crease the flabhiness you mention. Two or three exer- 
cises are sufficient. Start doing each exercise 10 times 
a day and gradually work up to 30 or 35 times daily.

WAYNE RUFLE insists these days that he feels like a new 
man, and, no doubt about it, Alexian Brothers Hospital is look- 
ing, here and there, like a new hospital.

Some of them said later they

The hospital, at 3933 South 
Broadway, is an interesting mix- 
ture of the very old and the 
very new, and a stroll through 
its various corridors is a little 
like a stroll through time. The 
Alexian Brothers, with a long 
history of service that trails 
back into the mists of the Four- 
teenth century, first came to St. 
Louis in 1868. They had no 
funds and knew nobody, but with

gan to ring doorbells in South 
St. Louis, announcing their pur- 
pose and asking for funds. Lu- 
cas himself gave them $1000. 
Before long the 12-room house 
was operating as a hospital for 
20 patients. 

The first brick building was 
erected in 1874. Since then there 
have been many additions. Each 
hears the architectural and deco- 
rative motifs of its time, from 
turn-of-the-century Stygian to 
Youngstown modern. 

Even though there has been 
considerable modernization, and 
the hospital is proud of the new 
$1,600,000 wing added in 1959, 
there was, the group soon 
learned, plenty to do. As any 
administrator will testify, hospi- 
tals never seem to quite catch 
up. | 

The group of five men gradu- 
ally grew to.35 in number. They 
call themselves ‘‘Friends of Alex- 
ian Brothers Hospital.” They 
bring about their ends not with 
money alone, What money they 
can raise is supplemented with 
donations of time, energy, mate- 
rials and equipment. The trick 
is to know the right people and 
then get what you need from 
them.

Emotional Illness 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: You speak of ‘insanity’ as mental 
illness or emotional illness. Is being emotionally nervous the 
same as being insane? When I think of an emotionally nervous 
pore, I hale of bien as shee emotionally ill, Am I wrong?

Yes, I think you are 

a wrong. 

Maybe the whole sub- 
ject can be wrapped up 
in the statement that there 
is no human achievement 
of perfection. Probably no- 
body is emotionally “per- 
fect” — nor is anyone 
physically perfect. 

A cold in the head 
doesn’t mean that a per- 
son is going to develop 
pneumonia, although some- 

| DR. MOLNER times this happens. Being 
mervous doesn’t meant that he is going to become psychotic, 
although sometimes this happens, too. 

When I speak or think of an “‘emotionally ill’? person, I 
mean somebody who either can’t get along in society, or 
can do so only witn difficulty. 

With emotional or mental illness, in some instances a 
patient must spend the rest of his life in a mental hospital. 
Other times he may require only a month or two to carry 
him past the acute stage, after which he returns to normal 
activity. Sometimes a periodic visit to a psychiatrist or to 
his family doctor may be all the patient needs. 

There are all degrees of any illness. This we know well 
enough in terms of physical ailments, but we’re only be- 
ginning to accept the fact that the same holds true with the 
emotions. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: What causes swelling of the eye- 
lids? MRS. E. T. 

Usually either chronic infection or allergy. Chronic infec- 
tion usually will be accompanied by irritation and discharge 
or crusting of the lids. If allergy, suspect anything that 
touches the face: Cosmetics, soaps, nail polish, hair dyes, 
rinses or heaven only knows what. 

The swelling can we a result of kidney disease, heart 
disease, or trichinosis, but in such instances it’s usually a
